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Police Recover 
Rare Cancer Film 



Recovery of the rare cancer film, 
stolen from the Koyal Victoria 
Hospital on. Tuesday* afternoon^ 
was announced yesterday after- 
noon. The film, which was stolen 
after a preview showins, together 
with its projector, was in the hands 
of the pofice, and detectives were 
searchinE thé east end of the city 
for the two thieves. 

Completed a week ago, and con- 
taining the results of years of can- 
cer research at McGill University 
and the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
the film wu ■ lolditoja j^rai^ilh . an 
East end restaiifanf^Dy'two^inen 
for $50. The description of the two 
men corresponded to that given by 
the hospital porter and-Dr.- Ayre's 
secretary. , 

The .film,, which had Just been 
shown to a. dozen medical stu- 
dents in the, lecture hall of the 
Women's Division of the hospital, 
was removed from Sr. Ayre|( of- 
ficeJ^|^i||^tté£i(;ofi'm|nu(e*.^iïMiss 



Evelyn Eakcn, Dr. Ayre's secre- 
tary, had just finished rewinding 
the film for another showing, ,and 
had gone upstairs for a few min- 
utes to notify Dr. Ayrè that it was 
ready. On; returning a f^w in- 
stants later, she found both the 
film 'and the projector missing. 
She notified Dr. Ayre who Imme- 
diately contacted federal and city 
detectives. 

Dr. Ayre is a well-known local 
cancer scientist, and he had direct- 
ed the making of the film. 

Most baffling aspect of the case 
was the difficulty of uncovering 
a motive for the robbery. Much 
valuable laboratory equipment was 
untouched, and police considered 
the theft of the film a much more 
risky enterprise than the robbery 
of valuable jnicroscopes and other 
equipment. > ' 

A pFevlous report that the film 
may have been stolen by foreign 
agents was found to be absolutely 
groundlcis. 



Club To Hear 
Labor Leader 
On Duplessis 

° "Quebec Labor Faces Duplessis" 
is the topic of an address to be 
given by Madeleine Parent, or- 
ganizer of the United Textile 
Workers of America at a meeting 
this Monday at S p.m. in the Union 
Ballroom. 

Miss Parent is an ex-McGlU stu- 
dent. On graduating she became 
active in the labor movement and 
is now one of the leaders of the 
textile workers in Quebec. 

The speaker came into the news 
recently when 6,000 textile workers 
in Valicyflcld and Montreal re- 
mained on strike for 100 days. This 
period was featured by the use 
of tear gas by the provincial police 
on thft.picket. lines, and also the 
arrest 'of ilîe leaders of the union 
by orders of Mr. Duplessis. 

Miss Parent, one of the leaders 
arrested, was sentenced to a month 
prison term and is now appealing 
her case. The action of Mr. Du- 
plessis in Imprisoning these trade 
unionists and others has resulted in 
a ;, Committee for the Defence of 
Trade Union Rights being set up. 
. The speaker will trace the 
growth of the trade union move- 
ment In Quebec and analyse Du- 
plessis' recent actions.

Called for the purpose of tender- 
ing to the students reports of the 
activities of the various campus soc- 
ieties, the one-hour meeting • was 
conducted by President Alec Ross 
before a smattering of interested 
students and even more empty 
seats. Members of the Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council were present on 
the platform. 

Prominent campus groups, princi- 
pally the now-defunct McGill Band, 
and the Athletïcrinvestigating com- 
mittee, were the subjects of review. 
Among the other reports considered

were those dealing with the McGill 
Radio Committee, the Notional Fed- 
eration of Canadian University 
Students, and the Debating Society. 
, Gus Summerskill, of the Athletics 
investigating committee, defended 
the committee against "certain 
rumours which, he claimed, were 
circulating on the campus. He 
pointed out that the committee had 
a-Iist of 30 candidates for the much- 
discussed post of football coach, and 
that the committee was contacting 
people and soliciting recommenda- 
tions. "There is a possibility of a 
football coach in the near future", 
he concluded. 

Action of the SEC to provide in- 
terest In the McGill Band was re- 
ported by President Alec Ross, The 
SBC had recently provided funds 
for the purchase of new instru- 
ments, he pointed out. The Band's 
executive had. recently resigned 
due to lack of student interest and 
co-operation.

Hart House Debaters 
Favor Rehidbilitation 

• Toronto, Jan. 23. — (CUP) — 
Confidence in Dominion Govern- 
ment policies concerning veterans' 
rehabilitation was affirmed by a 
vote, of 109-60, in a debate held 
here at the Hart House of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

Defence Minister Brooke Clax> 
ton, speaking to the meeting, ex- 
plained that the veterans' i>ollcy 
was based on the belief that mili- 
tary service should not leave a man 
worse off than the. man who did 
not serve; and that .non-service 
should not leave a man better off 
than' the ex-servle'eman. 

Chief affirmative argument was 
that the rehabilitation policy com- 
pared high with other countries 
even though It was not perfect 

The negative, on the other hand, 
complained that the policy lacked 
imagination. They stressed low in- 
comes and housing shortages as 
well as small marriage allowances. 
In conclusion, the negative attack- 
ed the cancelling of the Veterans' 
Land Act settlement for students.

"The time has arrived when we 
should have a Bill of Rights guar- 
anteeing freedom of speech, press, 
worship and association," declared 
E. Davie Fulton, M.P., at ai) open 
meeting of the McGIU Progressive 
Conservative Club yesterday after^ 
noon..

"It il not intelUgeni^j^ignore 
this condition,'* he' continued add- 
ing that freedom must be Jealously 
watched or it will be lost If any 
individual, no matter how good the 
reason, is given power , to overrule 
the law the door is open to abuse, 
discrimination and unequal treat- 
ment "Has a slate any worth if the 
individuals who comprise it are de- 
prived of their rights and digni- 
ties?", he asked, continuing the 
danger is that unless we see where 
we are going we may drift Into the 
position where we are deprived of 
our liberties. >

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Understanding: A Basis 

{This is the second in a series of editorials 
. dealing with the second post-war conference of 

the National Federation of Canadian University 
Students, which was recently held in Toronto.) 

An overall glance at the results arrived at 
by the cultural pane! of the conférence demon- 
strated llio realization of a basic, fundamental 
principlc:^CaMdian^Blu^ participation" in 
internâûonaFstudMVâf f airr a organizations. 

Besides recommending co-operation and en- 
dorsing ||.the| generàl work of the International 
Stiiden^e^ice — that organization of promin- 
ent men, professors and students which has 
done much to contribute to the welfare of im- 
poverished European and Chinese students — , 
the c'onféreifcë'has set up a committee to col- 
lect recommendations from all Canadian uni- 
versities regarding possible afflliati9n with the 
International. Union of- Students. 

It .is obvious that in order to implement 
the principle of international participation, such 
action is not merely advisable, but absolutely 
necessary. International undcrslnnding and co- 
operation cannot be effectively accomplished by 
■proxy or by correspondence. There must be a 
more concrdlc demonstration, of interest -and 
willingness to participate. 
.. While the constitutional nature of NFCUS 
does not permit a blanket decision for interna- 
tional affiliation, it is to be expected that 
next year's conference will result in some posi- 
tive action to. ensure general agrcèment among 
Canadian university students to begin concrete 
international participation. 

Clarence Campbell, the Executive Secretary 
. of the' International Student Service, in address- 
ing the cultural panel of the conference, summed 
up the whole problem very effectively. 

"Internationalism.", he said, "to be signi- 
ficant, must depend on personal contact." • 

And it is précisely in this personal contact 
that Canadian university students can ever 
hope to understand and to develop any insight 
^nlo^tiiek felloTT ttudenta in the other countries 
pf tiiifwMld. . ' 

. Over the past twenty-fivc years the world 
has heen rapidly shrinking. The 'speed-com- 
plex' of our modern culture has had its prac- 
tical, résulta. ' Today, we dOiDot woiry about 
conquering distancé; rather, we worry about the 
lack' of distance conquering us. Thisls just 
one more of the points which bespeak the-ne- 
cessity for developing understanding and some 
form of co-operation not merely among the 
student* of the world, but among the nations 
themselves. ' 

NFCUS, as the only orRanization which is 
representative of nil Canadian university stu- 
dents, hns two tremendous responsihilities': that 
of co-ordinating student opinion into an in- 
tegrated philosophy of internationalism; and 
that of trancending the bounds of petty na- 
tionalism, selfishness, and egoicehtrism — the 
inevitable paths to war.— A.T, . ,

Dear... ' .. 

So much has happened since I 
last saw you. A year ago, and so 
many things have come. How time 
has flown.

You will wonder at the "Writing 
list"; everything goes by lists how.

Only with you I was quiet, 
because there was nothing I need- 
ed to do or say; we understood each 
othér without talking. I used to 
look at your eyes and think they 
were like a Grand Inquisitor's look- 
ing deep and, down. But that was 
only another of my silly fancies. 

I sec too- much now. I tee what I 
know and where my knowledge 
ends, and worse, I see where 1 am 
afraid . to , look and .inquire. I see 
what I, am, what. I seem to be, and 
what I should be. And- the more I 
learn of myself, the more I remem- 
ber of you, and the mode I tmder- 
stand. 

I wanted to ask you. if you had 
heard of a legend that has been 
going round in my mind— I have 
been reading Joyce. It is about 
Dedalus, who made wings of wax 
for himself and his son Icarus. They 
flew to the Heavens and the «on, 
being young and foolish, flew toe 
high. His wings melted in the lun- 
heat and he fell Into the sea. Some- 
times' I think I must have flown 
too high last yéar, but then, I did 
not even know I was flying. The 
wings melted this Summer. Now 1 
look at the world, and it seems 
very different. 

I wanted to aske you, if you had 
gone through the same process. 
Somethjng seems to have gone this 
Summer, something died. How 
morbid, but I do not feel morbid.

Last 
year, and the yean before, to look 
at our poplars was more beautiful 
than a sight of the grandest mu- 
seum, A year ago I walked, look- 
ing at the sky and glorying In it, 
in blue sky because it was blue, in 
grey because it was mysterious. 
Mist shrouding the gray gates of 
the University was more exciting 
than a murder story. And a black 
filigree branch against a ring 
veil of grey mist— this, this was the 
essence of living. 

How aiUy. But at that time all 
the world was beautiful. Now all 
this has gone. 

Please do not think that the 
world is not beautiful because I am 
unhappy. On the contrary— and 
this makes it difficult to under- 
stand. List year, was the time of 
loneliness and doubt and fear. Be- 
fore this Summer I had very rare- 
ly felt happy. Now I am always— 
not happy — but content — like 
evéry one else. 

Everything chsnged this Sum- 
mer. I went ' out alone into the 
wide world", not very far from 
home ,and not very much alone, 
but enough to set me on my own 
feet. And 1 learned to walk. I am 
quiet now; even the writing has 
ceased. And no more doubt, accu- 
sation, wishing, no tears. Of courte 
you did not know anything of that 
last year. The Grand Inquisitor is 
still very young; greater insight 
will come. with time, , ' 
• And anyhow;;> I, ,was different 
with you. 

Now I walk on the street, and 
there is mist, as there was last 
year. The branches" are . outlined 
against the sky and the gates of the 
University grow out of the grey- 
ness. I know it is beautiful but I 
wlU not atop to look at it. There Is 
the same birdsong, and the same 
poplars in the courtyard. Today the 
weather has been like Spring. . , .1 
remémber ' Spring last year; I 
seemed to wake "up like nature her- 
seU, .J aéeméd to be a plant com* 
Irig out of the earth. Now, alas, I 
must have become, a human being. - 
Tell , me, what "has' died, and 
when, and how, and how can I find 
it again? Please do not tell me to 
fall in love; I have tried and I 
cannot. It is against Knowledge, be- 
cause it is buUide of it. And 
Knowledge has ma in its grip. Not 
the stuff out of hooka. I mean the 
Knowledge., of the Grand Inquisi- 
tor, the seeing all and knowinJr 
everything., The awareness of the 
ihotivé behind every word and ges- 
ture, the" clear seeing of truth, of 
lie, of the morass in between. The 
dull knowing of what pepple will 
say and do. 

And above alii what kills every- 
thing outside Knowledge, is the 
certainty that what people aay and 



do Is right and SENSIBLE, because 
"that is the way things are," and 
that is how one must act and be- 
have. Otherwise everything would 
fall down. 

I hmave nothing against sensible 
people, nothing agalnat convention. 
Both are excellent 'and everything 
should be done to continue them, 
I am, at heart, a hard headed busi- 
ness woman. There must be an or* 
der and people muit keep to it. ! 
am terloui about this. That tome of 
us can see the order and plan ac- 
cordingly is to our benefit; the op 
der miist remain. 

Has this anything to do with the 
thing that died— whatever it was? 
I have entered the order; surely 
that la right Did I have to leave 
something outside? But the order 
made me happy, ^and the other 
thing did noL Then why this lots 
and feeling of regret? Why, happy 
and sensible and well ordered that 
I am now, do I not see the beauty 
that was before? 

What U it that went? Or did any- 
thing go, was it there in the first 
place? Answer me if you can. Or 
do not answer if you do not want 
to— the whole thing Is faintly silly. 
But as I wrote this I hear birdsong 
in honour of Spring; and I remem- 
bered what once I had felt, and 
wished I could feel it again. 

I would like to know where Ica- 
rus comes into all this. Hé is there 
somewhere, but I cannot find his 
place.
